TRAIN PLUNGES 


DOWN A STEEP 


EMBANKMENT 


Over Score Injured When Coaches of 


Speeding Frisco Passenger Leave 
Rails and Tumble From Forty Foot 
Trestle Into Tangled Mass Near 
Victoria. 


MEMPHIS, Oct. 27.—(By the "Associated Press.) — 


Twenty dead and more than thirty injured was the known 
toll taken when the Sunnyland, fast St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco passenger train, left the rails today near Victoria, 
Miss., and tumbled into a tangled mass down a forty-foot 
embankment. 


At least twenty persons 
were 


killed outright or died before a re- 
lief train could reach the scene and 
possibly twice that number 
were 


injured. 
The train, traveling about fifty or 


sixty miles an hour. 
apparently 
spread the track about 200 feet 
from a forty foot trestle. The en- 
gine cleared the trestle as did the 
f'rst baggage coach. The engine did 
not leave the tracks. Three baggage 
coaches and nine day coaches and 
Pullmans made up the train. 


One Pullman Escapes. 


Ail coaches except the last Pull- 


man rolled down the embankment. 


The three day coaches were a 


1 angled mass of wreckage. One of 
them dived headlong into the clay 
hank by the side of the track and 
the others rolled and jammed 
as 


they struck the bottom, piling the 
occupants into the tops and ends of 
(he cars. 


Few of the passengers sleeping in 


1he last three Pullmans suffered 
serious Injury and it was Hv;s>j who 
directed the rescue work and first 
aid relief before relief trains ar- 
ri\i|d.

Iron Ore Under Lincoln 


Strata Struck at ISO Feet Depth; 


Water Commissioner Having Analysis Made to 


Determine Commercial Possibilities. 


A vein of iron ore IS inches thick 


lies under the city of Lincoln. It 
was found by Water Commissioner 
William Schroeder at a depth of 130 
feet while sinking a new well at 
Thirty-second and X streets, to 
augment the city's water supply, he 
said Tuesday morning.

terprise supplying- a large area of 
the middle west with many variet- 
ies of iron goods.

The 
new well will also lighten the load 
on the central plant.

However, he Intends to 
make a complete test soon.

here for first degree murder in con- 
nection with the killing of Chief 
of Police Asa Ransom on October 
IS, 1924, is an alibi. This was dis- 
closed by the testimony of the first 
two witnesses called on his behalf 
Tuesday morning. There were "Wil- 
liam Ream and wife who live on a 
farm northwest of Minden. Mrs. 
Ream being a sister of Bartlett. 


William Ream, -the first defense 


witness, testified that on October 
19, the day following the shooting, 
he and his wife motored to Kear- 
ney, where they found Bartlett and 
his family at the home of Mrs. Ellis, 
an aunt of tlte defendant. They all 
had dinner there and later BarMett 
repaired a. chair for his aunt. Tlu-n 
the witness and defendant went cut 
f'.ir a walk. 


Although Bartlett is al!e?r:rl 
to 


have been shot in the hip during 
the battle with the officers near 
.Minden, the witness stated that lie 
was not lame and that he mac's 110 
mention of having met with an ac- 
cident. Neither did the defendant 
visit a doctor during the afternoon 
The witness testified that hi, did 
not hear of the shooting until he 
returned home in the evening-, when 
hte brother told him'of it.

mier Painleve's cabinet resigned today. Mr. Painleve called 
on President Doumergue shortly after 2 p. m., and presented 
the collective resignation" ~of the ministers. 


The premier informed the presi- 


dent that the cabinet could 
continue its work of restoring 
French finances without being 
sured of a favorable majority

The decision of the ministers to 


resign 
was 
unanimous. It 
was 


caused by the attitude taken 
by 


the radical and socialist parties at 
their recent congress in Nice, where 
the principle of a tax levy on cap- 
ital was adopted. 


Formed Last April. 


The 
1 alnleve 
ministry 
was 


formed on April 16 of this year to 
succeed 
that of Eduard Herriot, 


which also went down through the 
refusal of parliament to accept its 
financial policy. 


Like its predecessor the cabinet 


which steps down today depende'l 
for its parliamentary majority very 
largely on the parties of the 
left, 


including- the radicals and radical 
socialists.

ated in the first successful move- 
ment toward world peace." 


Patsage With Reservations. 


The question of this nation's entry 


into the court comes up in congress 
December 17, Miss Addams said, 
and it is claimed by these favoring 
it that enough votes are known to 
be certain of its passage with the 
Harding-Hughes rese'rvations. 


Miss Addams 
quoted 
Senator 
Pepper, of Pennsylvania, who will 
introduce the resolution. 


One of Senator Pepper's objec- 


tions was that the court, which is 
a child of the 
league of nations, 


should not be used in an advisory 
capacity to the league. This is in- 
cluded in the Harding-Hughes re- 
servations, she said, and is a con- 
cession which will be gladly made 
by the European nations. 


She told of the great number of 


international governmental organi- 
zations, such as tne international 
postal union, the international par- 
liamentary union, and declared that 
they might be considered as signs 
of the closer union at the nations 
of the world. There are 164 govern- 
mental organizations which are in- 
ternational in character, and count- 
less organizations of an interna- 
tional nature which are not con- 
nected with affairs of government, 
she said.

Causing Difficulty 


Many cattlemen in western and 


northern Nebraska, who 
have not 


been 
recording their 
live stock 


brands with the secretary of state 
now find that other persons have 
uu^.iieu the ngnt 'to use 
these 


brands, or very similar ones, and 
that they themselves have no le- 
gal right to complain of such use. 


The Nebraska law provides that 


all brands shall be registered in 1he 
secretary 
of state's office every 5 


years. If the owner of a brand fails* 
o leg'ster 't 
or in cast he does 


not renew when the period has ear 
pu'eu, ii>, uiereby loot's ownership 
of it. 


Of late the federal 
governme.v. 
has been keeping; close tab on 
brands of-cattle and other live stock 
sent to market, and whereever any 
irregularity appeared the 
money 


due the shipper was held up until 
he could prove ownership. Copies 
of all the brands recorded in Sec- 
retary of State Pool's office 
are

pic work. There are women's uni- 
versity settlements and child wel- 
fare work with stations where wo- 
men physicians preside, as well as 
factory welfare work. 


Child labor is the great evil of 


the 
Indian 
civilization, 
Miss 


Addams believes, but she feels that 
there is attempted legislation to -cor- 
rect this. The greatest movements 
in India today are 
toward 
self- 


government, and there is a general 
feeling that the time is 
coming 


when India will rule herself. 
There 


are the constitutionalists who arc 
working for an India for the In- 
dians, and an English woman Anna 
Bessey is at the head of this move- 
ment. 


In China, women are 
becoming 


educated, largely Because mission- 
aries have given ttiem a chance by 
establishing schools for both men 
and women, the speaker 
declared. 


There are two national 
universi- 


ties in China, in Nanking and Pe- 
king, where there is co-education. 
The industrial life of the children 
in China is deplorable, according- to 
Miss Addams, and an appeal for the

PEACE BY ULTIMATUM. 


. These are extraordinary days in the realm of 


world diplomacy. 


A fortnight ago came announcement of the his- 


toric agreements entered into at Locarno, endeavor- 
ing through security pacts to preserve the peace of 
Europe. France, Germany, and Belgium jointly agreed 
to refrain from acts of aggression, and Great Britain 
and Italy pledged themselves to come to the assist- 
ance of any nation attacked. It was the most signif- 
icant step in European affairs taken in the last 
century, and seemingly has averted chances of con- 
flict among the western nations. 


But no 'sooner had the rejoicing which 
attended 


the agreements at Locarno subsided than a fresh 
danger again fanned the anxieties of Europe. Greece 
and Bulgaria started to make faces at each other. 
The Bulgars, apparently have had a stomach full 
of war and promptly appealed to the league Of na- 


, tions for adjustments in its dispute with Greece. The 


Greek government, notwithstanding its disastrous 
experience in fresh conflicts since the end of the 
world war, continued to pursue hostilities, bombard- 
ing1 Bulgarian towns along the border. 


In the face of this unexpected outbreak in the old 


storm zone of the Balkans, the league of nations 
has acted. Its note dispatched to both Bulgaria and 
Greece may prove of greater historical consequence 
than, those far-reaching- understandings of Locarno, 
which were the direct fruits of long efforts of the 
league. Greece and Bulgaria have been given notice 
they must suspend hostilities. They have been or- 
dred to submit their differences to the league. For 
the first time in the history of the world, civilization 
has resorted to an ultimatum to offending flattens, 


' demanding1 that warlike policies be abandoned and 
that grievances be submitted to an impartial trib- 
unal for settlement. The leagrue council has given the 
Bulgars and the Greek sixty hours in which to com- 
ply with the order. 


It is best to refer to the language of the spokes- 


man for the council to discover what will happen in 
the event that either Bulgaria or Greece fails to 
obey the ultimatum: 


"Let it bo carefully understood,'* declared 
AL 


Briand, the president of the council, "that this time 
limit runs from now. A resumption of fighting will 
bring severe punishment upon the belligerents." 


It is idle to speculate upon the particular means 


•which the league council will take to enforce its de- 
cree of a peaceful settlement in the event that either 
Greece or Bulgaria shows a disposition to balk. 


M. Briand has said that such a course will be at- 


tended by severe punishment. 


Not only has the moral force of civilization been 


thrown into the balance against war, but there is 
the grim reminder that even more rigorous 
losses 


than the forfeiture of world good will and under- 
standing will follow a decision to continue fighting. 
It is hardly possible that an actual demonstration, of 
armed force will be necessary to put down this lat- 
est trouble in trie Balkairs. 
Greece and Bulgia are 


both too impoverished, too feeble, to incur the con- 
tempt and displeasure of the rest of the world. They 
are suffering from a thousand wounds contracted in 
the black struggle which started in 1914, and from 
the wars which preceded and.followed it. Their peo- 
ples have suffered deeply, are miserable and weighed 
down with debt, dependent upon help from abroad if 
they are to continue to hold their place in the sun. 


Greece and Bulgaria will yield. 
They have no other choice for no nation, no mat- 


ter how powerful, can afford to arouse the antagon- 
ism of the rest of the world which at last has its eyes 
firmly fixed upon peace. 


Six: years after its birth, the league of nations 


heroically determines to resort to the most drastic 
measures to accomplish the aims from which it was 
organized. Why? Because the representative of one 
,pf the most powerful nations has voiced the senti- 
ments of all others in branding- war as an outlaw. 
No war can be tolerated or justified, world senti- 
ment now declares. Petty differences, little misun- 
derstandings, the foolish pretexts under which peo- 
ples so to war against each other must be amicably 
settled. Have we not progressed a long way in the 
last six years? 


It must be galling to millions of people in this 


country that America is to have no part in this glor- 
ious work of preserving the peace of the world. Here 
is the most powerful nation In resources, in potent- 
ial leadership and yet we sit by the sidelines while 
the great drama of civilization onward march is un- 
folded before our eyes. We gave Europe the idea for 
the greatest advance which mankind has known and 
then we closed our eyes to its accomplishments.

The ANTHRACITE 
BOOMERANG. 


Although the anthracite coal strike has now been 


in effect for two months, the country is going- along 
just about the same as ever.and most of the people 
have forgotten all about the strike. With plentiful 
supplies of other fuel on hand, as well as large 
stocks of hard coal accumulated before the tieup at 
the mines started, consumers are not worrying over 
the situation. They are leaving- that to the Pennsyl- 
vania operators and the miners. 


This is once when it looks as though the United 


States government is going to keep hands off and 
let the contending groups fig-ht it out as long as 
they want to. That policy has the hearty support of 
the people. 
' 
., 


By this time it must have dawned on the minds 


of the inine owners and the mine workers that the 
old game of working up a panic among users of fuel, 
which would cause them to buy it at almost any 
price asked, has worn itself out. They are no doubt 
beginning to realize that they themselves are the 
ones who are going- to pay for the present strike— 
a new experience which should prove most salutary. 


It has already cost both sides many millions of 


dollars. The 154,000 miners, who otherwise would 
have been busy at this season of the year, have lost 
their wages for 8 weeks, and the operators have lost 
a market for the coal which would have been pro- 
duced if the shafts had not been closed. The worst 
of it is that, having got themselves into such a pre- 
dicament, the opposing- forces don't know how to get 
out. 
Neither crowd .wants to back down 
and 


acknowledge defeat. Both would be very grateful if 
some g-overnmental agency were to step in and force 
a settlement. 
That was what they expected when 


the shutdown began. They figured on doing what 
they had done a number of times before—making 
the public pay higher prices for the coal and dividing 
the extra profits between them. But the govern- 
ment has wisely kept hands off. 


It may take two months more to bring the an- 


thracite industry and those dependent upon it for 
their livelihood to reach a condition of mind which 
will lead them to adjust their differences. Sooner or 
later, however, the operators and the miners are go- 
ing to be compelled to come down off their respective 
high horses. They will be eating humble pie" before 
the winter is over. 


Meanwhile, the families of the miners will have to 


subsist as best they can on short 
rations. The 


weekly benefits they draw from the fund provided by 
their organization, which is collected as a special as- 
sessment on miners remaining- at work in other fields, 
are hardly sufficient to keep them from want. Those 
who have money saved up for a rainy day will be 
compelled to draw upon it. Men, women and chil- 
dren are taking- such other employment as they can 
get; but business in the anthracite region is almost 
suspended during- the strike, and little employment is 
to be had. 


However, it will be a wholesome lesson for the 


miners and their employers to have it brought home 
to them that the strike business has become a losing 
game. It is a safe guess that they are all going to be 
much more reasonable hereafter than they have been 
in the past. 


YOUNG WOOD COMES BACK. 


Young Osborne Wood, the son of Major General 


Wood, governor of the Philippines, spent nearly a 
cool million in trying- to break the bank at some of 
the.' fashionable European resorts. He was reported 
to be "broke" when he finally quitted the shores of 
Europe and set "sail for home. 


Since April 1, your.gr Wood is reported to have 


made $100,000 in handling Florida real estate, 


In what other country in the world would it have 


been possible for young Mr. Wood to liave made good 
his statement that he would get back at least a por- 
tion of what he lost In a year's time. It is djfficul 
to Imagine him succeeding in the same measure in 
Great Britain, France, or any of the countries of con- 
tinental Europe. Asia certainly would not have af- 
forded him an opportunity for his admitted talent of 
money-making. Possibly in Australia, in South Am- 
erica, or in Canada Wood might have recuperated his 
fortunes as quickly. But by far and large America 
stil remains the land of opportunity in a larger mea- 
sure than any place in the world.

VINDICATING MARCO POLO. 


When Marco Polo returned over 600 years ago to 


his home in Venice, after having- spent nearly a qtiar- 
ter of a century in Asia he told such weird and fan- 
tastic stories of the country he had traversed and 
the things that he had seen that the people refused 
to believe them. They dubbed him "Marco Million!" 
but his book, which was translated into several lan- 
guages, had a tremendous sale and Is still read as 
one of the earliest stories of travel and adventure. 


But while the vindication of Marco Polo's veraci- 


ty has been tardy it has nevertheless finally come 
The Roosevelt brothers have just cabled to Chicago 
that they have succeeded in obtaining a number of 
specimejis of the Polo sheep, one of the principal 
objects of their expedition into the almost inacces- 
sible Pamir plateau described by that greatest of 
medieval travelers. 


It took Marco Polo and his father and uncle almost 


four years to make the journes' from Venice to the 
seat of government of Cathay, now China, and it was 
while they were making the trip overland that they 
visited the plain of Pamir, which the Roosevelts are 
just leaving, they being the first known white men 
to penetrate to the place since Polo's time. In his 
book Polo describes his visit thus: 


"Always among mountains you get such a height 
tis said to be the highest place in the world. There 
are great numbers of all kinds of 
wild beasts- 
among others wild sheep of great size, whose horns 
are a good six palms in length. From these horns 
tne shepherds make great bowls to eat from and they 
use the horns also to Inclose folds for their cattle 
"The plain is called Pamir and you ride across it 
for twelve days, finding nothing- but a desert with- 
out habitation or any green thing. The region is so 
lofty and cold that you do not even see any birds 
flying and because of the great cold fire does not 
burn brightly, nor give out so much heat as usual 
nor does it cook -food so effectively.'' 


Asia is reputed to have been the birthplace of the 


human race, but strangely enoug-h it is just about the 
last portion of the globe to be really explored and to 
yield to the world its animal, vegetable and geo- 
logical secrets. And practically all of the work- of 
exploration and investigation is being done by Am- 
ericans. 


The Book of Marco Polo was intensely inter- 


esting in its day, but no more so than will be the 
ones to be written by the Americans now in Asia. 
who are seeing what he saw and described, but are 
seeing it through educated and knowing eyes, which 
he of necessity lacked at that e*n-ly day.

TOO-TOO-THIN? (Part 3) 
WHAT TO EAT 


It' you are underweight, and if there is nothing- organically wrong 
with you, then you are undereating for your needs. 
"Doctor, I can't eat any more!" I hear you say. "When I eat a. cer- 
tain amount I'm full, and I can't eat another mouthful!" 


But you can. You are going to eat several mouthfuls more than 


you want at each meal. You arc gradually going to increase your cal- 
ories until you are'gelting 500 to 1000 more than, your maintenance diet, 
wid if you do that you are going to gain from one-eighth to one-quarter 
of a pound a day Cone pound of fat equals 4000 calories) Just as our 
overweight friend is going to reduce by doing the opposite. 


You can continue to eat the vegetables and fruits that you are so 


!ond of—you need them for the vitamins and mineral elements—but you 
have also got to learn to like milk, cream, nuts, cheese and some sweets. 
Every adult should have at least two glasses of milk a day. It is 


needed for its complete protein and calcium. You can take with bene- 
fit, a quart, or even more each day. In fact you can gon on an exclusive 
milk diet and if you get the rest that is prescribed with the milk diet, 
v'ou will probably gain very rapidly. Of course that would mean that 
vou would have to have sufficient milk to makt your calories run over 
our needs. One quart of milk is 640 calories. 


On a milk diet, 'as high as six or seven quarts are given, a certain 
amount taken every half hour. 
If you haven't the time or are not 
situated so that you can take the milk diet.then .you can certainly add 
more milk to your regular diet. You can drink milk instead of tea or 
coffee at your meals. If you don't like milk, learn to like it 
You can 
:ake malted milk or cocoa or milk shake, if you prefer these, 
Another good gaining food is egg yolks. They arr; high in iron, and 


you are undoubtedly anemic and need more iron than you are getting. 
An egg yolk (50 to 60 C's) in one-half glass of orange juice (50 C's) after 
each meal will add over 300 calories to your day's rations. After you 
re used to taking one egg yolk after each meal, take two at a time. You 
can take the whole egg, too, if you like, and if it is more convenient. If 
ou do this, you will have to cut down considerably on your meats, be- 
cause the food principle of egwhiteis practically pure protein. 
Still another good gaining food is nuts. (How we ovcnveijchters love 
em!) An ounce of the meat part of nuts is approximately 200 C's. You 
can add two or three ounces of nutsa day to yaur diet. (Eight walnuts, 
0 double peanuts, 20 almonds, weight about an ounce for each lot.) 
One of our followers wrote that she gained her wanted pounds by simply 
ating a handful of nuts after each meal. 
You can eat more whole grain breads, and butter, and more potatoes. 


A slice of bread, one half inch thick, is 100 calories, a pat of butter, 100 
;alortes and a moderate sized potato is 100. 
How many calories do you need? It depends upon your activities, 


nd age, mostly. From 15 to 20 calories per pound of normal body weight 
s the daily need for the adult. 
Those of you who are thin are as a rule too active, mentally and 


physically. You use a lot of energy and many times you use it un- 
necessarily 
Aren't you a great talker?
